THE: ‘BEDFORD DISASTER. | 


Further Detatis. 

” From Tojasiess oxchanges canes been, 
-able to gathor some further particulars with 
regard to’ the disaster to H.M S, Bedford, 
which now lies in hopeless position on a 
tock of Quelpa: Tela and, Korea. 

Bi appears that ‘at 4 ‘o'elsak* on Sunday 
morning, August 21st, as the Bedford was 
steaming at a spoed of 19 knots, sho passed 
over 6 aunken~rock, “with the result that 
her -bottom was torn open and the stoke? 
holds flooded. Prompt action: was takon 


| at once, with the result that the stokera in 


the stokchold at the time wero the only 
members of the crow, numbering betweon 
six and seven hundred, who perished. A 
thick’ fog provailed at the timo tho‘ cruiser
